taking place during prohibited hours.”

liquor im the bar on the night in 
question during the prohibited hours 
by the defendant, whereupon the learn- 

justices convicted the defendant of 
having sold liquor during prohibited 
hours, and imposed a fine of $20 and 
coats. 

From this conviction the defendant 
appealed to his Honor Judge Lazier, of 

leyille, who heard the appeal on 25th 
November. Mr. Haverson, of the Ont- 
ario License-Holders’ Association, who 
appeared for McGuire, contended that 
the information should have alleged 
that ‘‘the sale was witout any requisi- 
tion for medical purposes. as requi 
by the License Act, being produced by 
the vendee or his agent.” and that the 
evidence and convicition failed in the 
same respect. County Crown Attorney 
Anderson contended that under section 
852 of the Criminal Code the defendant 
must show such requisition if there 
were one, Mr. Haverson replied that 
the onus of showing the existence of 
such a requisition only existed where 
the information negatived the existence 
of such a requisition His Horor re- 
served his decision,and on the 17th inst 
gave jadgment, sustaining Mr. Haver- 
son’s contention. and quashed the con- 
Viction.

From the North-West. 


Mr. Wellington Bristol, formerly a 
resident of Madoc but for some years 
farming in the vicinity of Moosomin, 
Asaa,, in renewing his subscription to 
Tar Review last week, writes :— 

Moosomin, Feb, 15th, 1898, 
To the Editor of Tae Review. 


Dear Sir,~ We are having the pleas- 
antest winter I ever ienced, 
aleighing since the middle of November, 
fine, bright, sunny, mild weather. 
storms to block the roads, nor pitch- 
holes, and nothing to hinder any good 
team from travel eight or ten miles 
an hour, and indeed such is the condi- 
tion of our roads in this country, that 
at no time is travel impeded except a 
few days in the spring. making 
in this country costs a mere trifle, so 
few bridges, and our roads principally 
being made by making a wagon trac 
over the prairie, and th h travel it 
goon mes eyen an ex t bicycle 
road. And so little horse-shoeing is 
required that your correspondent, 
though using from six to eight horses 
in connection with the farm, not one of 
them have éver had a shoe on their feet 
and are my own raising, some of 
them ten years old. In before 
leaving Madoc in 1882, I had my horas 
a and also a new set of shoes 
fitted, some of which I have yet, that 
nao have - a newenn boot Pt 

great saving in expense is the fact 
that horses not required in the 
winter are turned out and paw their 
own living. and they come through in 
very condition, there being* so 
little work in the winter for horses or 
or men, that it means a great saying. 

Knowing that many of your 
are interested in this great 
wheat and cattle district, I wish to give 
a synopsis of the climate of sixteen 
year's experience. The winters are 
than in Madcc,as you have 
your snug winter and running up to 
rain, sleet, thawand mud. We seldom 
experience a thaw, winter rain or 
sleet is still more rare, but our cold 
dips are sometimes severe, especially 
w accompanied with wind, but if 
man is a mii clothed they are not so 
a as sleet-rain and not one- 
tenth as bad on the horse, harness, etc. 

same as in 
Madoc excepting leas rainfall especially 
in the spring, the seeding generally bes 
ing done before any rain falls. We 
have shorter and cooler nights and 
more danger of frost, but our worst 
feature is a lack of fruit which I fear

Yet the hens ought not to be 
blamed for the mismanagement which 
brings such poor results. If one-half 
the care and attention which they de- 
serve were given these much-maligned 
bipeda, there would be no more com- 
plaint in this direction. Properly 
treated, there is no better money- 
producers about the farm than the hen. 
She will give a greater profit pro rata 
than a cow.

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SOCUURS IN CALVES. 


Tn my boyhood itiwas my daty to! 


attend and feed the calvean. At one 
time we had a calf that was thought 
to be @ valuable one, and my instres- 
ions were to feed it well. It was kept 
in ite stall day after day, while I tried 
to carry out this bit of instruction. 
Pretty soon it took scours, and I put 
wheat flour in ita milk and anything 
ela that waa thoaght to be constipat- 
ing, but the trouble continued. One 
morning it refused to take its feed of 
milk and looked sick. The attention 
of the older members of the family was 
called to it. The different sathorit- 
ies kept in the house were yonsulted, 
says a writer, and what seemed to be 
the proper remedy was procured and 
administered. Jt had the desired ef- 
fect, and more; it not only stopped 
the scours, but also the breath of the 
calf inside of a few hours. I often 
think of this, and always conclude it 
Was not so mutch the fault of the rem- 
@dy as we supposed. but more the want 
of judgment in administering. In lat- 
er yearawhen my wite ana my<elf be- 
gan to raise calves, scours constant- 
iy gave us tronble. Upon inquiry an 
old gentleman told me coffee was an 
excellent remedy, and we at once ad- 
opted its use, but not as a drench. 
course I refer to hand-fed calves, as I 
never had any trouble when they were 
illowed the mother’s milk. We mix it 
in each dfeed of milk, reducing the am- 
ount of milk to the -amount of 
colfee added, which may be 
from a pint to a quart of atrong cof- 
fee, according to the age of the calf 
and severity of the trouble. This has 
always given good resuita. And in 
One case the same results seemed to 
follow mixing the feed of a full grown 
cow with atrong coffee. We still resort 
to it when necessary. But from ex- 
perience we have learned to get at the 
root of the matter. We feed young 
calves on skim milk (I don't think but- 
termilk fit), and when the cream is 
removed we have a ration that the doc- 
tor would say “is not balanced,” and 
we must try to balance it with the best 
substitute we can get, and I hate 
found none better than oil meal, or 
Sran, or both. Skim milk alone has 
a tendency to constipate, and when 
the bowels become sluggish everything 
goes wrong, and if nature did not come 
to ite relief and rid the system, a dead 
calf would be the result. But the or- 

nism of ayoung calf is so tender- 
hat care must be observed, or this rid- 
ding of the system will assure a4 
chronic nature before we are aware, 
and when scours become chronic Lhave 
no faith in a cure. Hence the import- 
ance of keeping the bowels active. And 
when constipation is noticed no time 
should be lost in regulating it. For 
& very young calf we have found Or- 
leans molasses good; but better is a 
feed or two of whole milk from the cow. 
[t is important to make the skim milk 
about the same temperature as when 
drawn from the cow. ‘Too cold or 
too hot is very injurious. Since we 
have learned to give more attention 
to ttle details we have had less trou- 
ble from scours among calves. A 
safe rule for a farmer when an animal 
is sick is to inquire what he would 
do for himself under like circumstan- 
ces, whether dieting, a simple aid to 
nature, or the doctor would be best. 
But withal if we think to be success~ 
ful ever time we are doomed to disap- 
peintment. 


SUMMER PRUNING OF THE PEAR. 


Some years ago I came into posses- 
sion of a pear orchard of about five- 
eights of an acre, says a writer. It 
had been badly neglected, and I took 
it in hand to make it produce an in- 
come. My knowledge of the suliject 
was gained from books, and I made 
some blunders. Among other things, 
I pruned the trees heavily and man- 
ured them, “not wisely, bat too well.” 
AS & consequence, they were thrown 
strongly into wood growth. Several An- 
jou trees about nine inches in diame- 
ter took- on atemendous wood grow- 
th, but ylelded very few pears, hard- 
ly a fraction of a bushel each. 

Casting about for a remedy, I ran 
across an account of a Frenchman's 
method of promoting the growth of 
bioom bade and adopted it. It consist- 
ed in breaking off, early in July,about 
two-thirds of each newly grown shoot 
of all trees that were making too 
much wood growth. The method was 
very successful. [ recollect that two 
trees which never yielded more than 
& bushel each of pears, after 
years of this treatment produced be- 
tween six and seven bushels each of 
pears of the highest quality. 

In 1877 I had between tiirty and 
forty bushels of Anjous, which was an 
average crop. The quantity steadily 
increased till 1884, when | 
ifv bushels of first 


tematiraliy treated to 
pruning, and the increase in their pro- 
duct was-very much greater than that 
of varieties not so treated. There 
were Bartletts, Claops, Clairgeaus Shel- 
dons, Duchess. Lawrence, and Seck- 
els in the orchard. They received the 
samé care ai the Anjous. but got very 
little summer-pruning; they made 
satisfactory gain in product, 


Anjous. Not all varieties-were equal- 
ly suited to this treatment, 
the Seckel, Lawrence, and Sheidon

VINES NEAR DWELLINGS.

PURE KEROSENE FOR SPRAYING: 

Prof. Smith calls attention to the 
fact that if property used pure kero- 
sene may be applied to apples, pears, 
quinces, plums, cherries, peaches and 
a large variety of other trees for kill- 
|ing the San José scale. He shows that 


ofl eet trees were sprayed in February 


and no scales were visible until the fol- 
lowing September. These probably 
came from neighboring trees. The 
essential point and the one that must 
be observed carefully, is the use of the 
finest spray possible that will apply a 
very thin coating at a time when wea- 
ther conditions are favorable for rap- 
id evaporation. The trees themselves 
should be dry when the kerosene is 
applied. Any departure from these 
suggestions may prove injurious. At 
present there is no perfect aprayer or 
atomizer on the market. If this is 
secured the kerosene-can be applied 
without much danger of bad results. 


CARE OF THE DAIRY HEIFER. 


The young dairy heifer ought to be 
as well fed and cared for as the milk 
cow, because her future usefulness de- 
pends on her condition prior to her 


first pregnancy. She does not need 
food either for milk production nor for 
fat, but ought to be kept in strong 
growing condition by food that makes 
bone and muscular tissue and gives 
vigor of constitution. The beifer should 
have a more active life than the’ cow 
kept for milk, but requires just as 
much care in feeding and just as suf- 
ficient shelter from inclement weather. 


FOR SPRAYING PEACH TREES. 


Prof. Stedman recommends the fol- 
lowing mixture: Four oz arsenite of 
soda, ll ox acetate of lead, 1 gal. of 


glucose, thoroughly mixed and added 
to 100 gala of water. Peach growers 
have found this\valuable and it may 
be used much stronger than the above 
with no harmful results. The one great 
advanatge over Faris Green is that 
this poison remains suspended in the 
water with very (little motion.

A LESSON IN FRYTNG. 

There are twe methods of trying 
known to experts, rather inelegantty 
named in Engliah “wet frying” and 
“dry frying.” or in French by the 
termes saunter emd frire. Both are ex- 
cellent when used suitably; when im- 
properly employed the result is te way 
the least unfortunate and leada to the 
waste of good material. The reason why 
our cooks so oftem fail to fry success 


fully is that they “ dry fry " everything the 


having no notion whatever of wet fky-~ 
ing. 

‘To sauter, or dry fry, in to cook food 
im ® emall quantity of bot fat and in 
& shallow pan. Omelettes, pancakes, 
liver amd bacon, chopped vegetables, 


eut emal!, are samples of the sort of | ¢ 


food which may be correctly cooked 
thus. Small pleces of fish and meat 
may also be saute, and, when carefully 
done, are very good, although it is open 
to question whether they would not be 
much more satisfactory if fried in « 
larger pan, with @ more generous pro- 
portion of fat. When saute, articles 
should be im constant motion, owing 
to the pam being jerked to keep them 
from sticking; and they should be 
turned, so thak they will be equally 
cooked on both sides. 

To wet fry is to immerse in bot fat, 
and this method it is of which cooks 
are so much afraid, and which consti- 
tutes really frying. The first neces 
sity for it is to have plenty of fat; 
sufficient, that is, to cover the food 
all over,#o that the beat shall be con- 
veyed to every part alike above aad 
below, Nor meed it be supposed that 
to use a quantity of fat thus is extrav- 
egant. It is on the contrary, econo 
mica], as the fat can be used again 
and agein. The small quantity of fat 
that is melted in a frying pan gets 
burned, and ia always thrown out, 
whereas fat properly cared for need 
never be thrown out; it is strained free 
from any little pieces of bread or bat- 
ter that may have got into it, is washed 
when dirty, and can be constantly re- 
newed, little proces of fat being melt- 
ed or draimed mto it, thas keeping 
up its bulk and aiso ita quality; it 
ia never allowed to burn, because it is 
never left on the hot plate a moment 


after it has done ita work. People who 
understand frying treat fat most re- 
apectfully, looking upon it as a house- 
hold treasure. : 

Not only should the fat used in fry- 
ing be perfectly dry, but the article 
to be fried should be dry also. “ Noth- 
ing fries crisp that is wet,” is a rale 
im frying. It is by way of insuring 
dryness that so many people flour food 
that is to be fried just before plang- 
ing it into the fat. Usually, also, the 
food ia dipped in batter or egged and 
breaded before frying. It is well to 
remember thet egging and breading 
should be 6 some time, flouring 
immediately) before frying. To prevent 
accident be; sure that the pan used 
for fryimg is not more than half fall 
of fat. Also, when a frying basket is 
used, a great aid to snecessful frying, 
it should not be allowed to touch the 
bottom of the kettle; neither ‘should 


the articles in the basket be allowed te. 


touch each other. Should ‘an accident 
ocour when frying, the best thing to 
do is to throw a strip of carpet or a 
thick cloth on the flame. With many 
people the first impulse would be to 
use water, but thie would create steam, 
which might do as much harm as the 
Hlame. 

Fat for fryimg should, we know, be 
hot before the food to be fried is plung- 
ed into it; but it is requisite to have 
a clear idea of what is meant by this. 
Boiling water registers 212 degrees on 
the thermometer, but different fate 
boil at different temperatures, so it 
is no guide to say that fat must boil, 
and as a matter of fact, fat must not 
boil, it must simply be hot enough to 
produce what the French graphically 
call the “surprise; that is, hot en- 
ough to contract the tissues of the meat 
and carbonize ite surface. Fat has at- 
tained this condition when it is still, 
water of course bubbles when it boils, 
and when a blue fame rises from the 
centre. The ordinary domestic teat is

bread into the fat. If it browns im- 
mediately the fat is hot enough; if 
it remains pale the fat needs to heat 
@ little longer. And it may be added,

we could test the heat of fat. Supposing 
thermometer, we should let it attain 
& temperature of 365 degrees for ar- 
ticles that need to be cooked through, 
and of 400 degrees for such as can be 
cooked instantly. We can rarely teat 
the heat thus, but the fact shows that

ter tham it is for others. 

It cannot be too strongly insisted up- 
on that for successful frying the tem- 
perature of the fat is a matter of #u- 
preme importance. When fried arti-

‘PRACTICAL FARMING. 


WINTER EGGS 


For egg production in winter and 
early spring.proper food is of essentia’ 
importance 

All domestic and wild fowls have 
certain seavons ef the year for making 
thelr meats and batching their young. 
Thie very definite business of their life 
generally occurs but once a year, or Hf 
oftener, in general under the same con- 
ditions, 

In domesticated chickens, ducks and 
geese, the hatching season bas been 
somewhat changed and prolonged, be- 
cause of the different conditions of 
their lives and meperiaily of the quan- 
tity and quality of thelr food. Chick- 
ens ander ordinary circumstances, If 
left to themasives, lay but few agge In 
the winter when the weather is cold 
and the ground covered of frozen: buat 
when they begin to feel the warmth of 
the spring and can feed upon the in- 
sects and worma they find in scratob- 
ing the open ground, they make thei 
nests and begin to lay. 

The poultryman has Matched his 
chickens early, by stimulating the hens 
to early laying and then artificial 
batching, If neceasary, he has early 
chicka.in order that the pulletsa may be 
early layers in the winter, If this le 
to prove a success, the pullet must as 
fer aa possible have the food and other 
conditions of the spring, when she is 
expected to lay in the winter. She 
must have awarm and well ventilated 
yard. She must have access to the bare 
ground to acratch, and she must have 
the equivalent of the ineects and worms 
she would find in the spring in fre- 
quent supplies of freah meat. Besides, 
she must have some green vegetible 
food as an equivalent of the early. grass 
and tender roota which she finds in 
the spring. 

Like causes must produce like effecta. 
if fowls are to be improved by artifi- 
cial care and food, the artificial pro- 
ceas must be in the line in which nma- 
ture has indicated when the fowls wore 
im their natural condition. 

Farmers and all poultrymen showld, 
therefore, provide themselves not only 
with suitable and well warmed quar- 
tera for their pullets,which they expect 
to lay in the winter, but also with 
suitable vegetable and animal food 
which cannot be obtained by the hen 
herself, during the winter season. 

There should be special vegetables 
and roete and gre raiged for the 
chickens for winter feed. Fresh meat 
or waste from the table must not be 
forgotten. 

Ground bones or an equivalent of 
slaked lime must be furnished for shell 
making. he proper conditions fur- 
nished and the right kind of pullets 
will produce the eggs.

FATTENING OLD COWS. 


Phere is a widespread popular preja- 
diee against cow beef, and we suspect 
that the doctors are very largely re- 
aponsible for it. Yet we have ao often 
eaten tender and sweet cow besf that 
our axperience long ago taught us that 
its quality was much more dependent 
on the way it had been fattened than 
it wae on the age of the cow. But it is 
nevertheless true, says American Cul- 
tivator, that it is more difficult to 
fatten an old cow, or an old animal of 
any kind, than it is to fatten young 
animals. As the teeth. begin to fail, 
the food is not so well masticated as 
it used to be, and as a comsequence 
digeation is retarded. The presence | 
of undigested food in the stomach | 
creates fever, and in this diseased con-| 
ditien not only does the animai fatten 
less rapidly, bat what flesh it puts | 
on is less tender and aweet than it) 
should be.

: Timely Farm Notes. 
Broad Tyres.o on Wagons. 


S nines interesting experiments 
have been made recently at the Ag-

soft, from 3000 to 4000 Ibs. may be 
hauled on the broad tyres with the 
same draught as that required to 
haul a load ot 2000 Ibs. on the 
narrow tyres. The beneficial ef- 
fects of the wide tire on dirt was 
also strikingly shown in the tests. 
The results of these carefully con- 
ducted experiments prove almost 
conclusively that the broad tyre is 
the better one for those having 
heavy teaming to adopt. It should 
be. of special advantage to the 
farmer for use in the fields and ‘on 
the road. Aside from this, if all 
those who do heayy teaming would 
use. broad tyres we would have 
better roads, or at least the roads 
would not be cut up so badly during 
wet weather as er are now. 


Keep More Sheep. 


There can be no question about 
the fact that it would pay every 
farmer well to keep a few sheep. 
They are easify kept and consume 
food thatis easily grown. We have 
pointed out frequently the fact that 
sheep are sure death to a great 
many weeds hard to eradicate. A 
Western writer draws attention to 


the fact that sheep are the most |> 


profitable animals on the farm, be- 
cause they are double-headers and 
are not liable to cholera or other 
disease. However this may be, 
there is no doubt that sheep are not 
80 much subject to disease as many 
other animals kept on the farm. 


| Sheep will very often live on the

Fatal Actident at Crookston. 


A Young Man Loses His Life at the Stone 
Quarries.

We 
submitted to action in Tunis and Mad- 
agescar, and West Africa, which we 
should have been quite justified in re- 
sisting, had we thought it worth 
while. It seems to have been inferred 
in some quarters on the Continent 
that we will submit to any amount of 
wrong without resistance. Sir Ed- 
ward’ Grey pointed out at the begin- 
ning of session that this was a 
very serious mistake. Questions about 
Madagascar and Tunis, he obverved, 
were nbt of sufficient intrinsic import- 
ance to lead to a breach of peace be- 
tween the two great powers.

As seon 
as he bad obtaimed this he had locked 
up the Princess and her daughter in 
a. secluded portion of the. gloomy old

SPRAYING FRUIT TREES. 

The seasen for spraying will soon 
he at band again, and every owner of 
fruit trees who ls not already possess 
ed of « good apraying outfit should at 
once wet about the matter of procuring 
ene. One ahould endeavory to get a 
pump that will throw a atrong, fine 
pray, as great force ia required to 
reach the center of large,! tall trees 
with the liquid; and if it is mot finely 
and evenly distritmted it may prove 
injurious instead of beneficial, While 
& strong pump is necessary, says « 
writer, in Farmer's Advocate, it should 
not work. with much diffienlty or ths 
labor of apraying will be found very 
great. Perhaps the work of spraying 
has received a greater drawback 
through the number of inferior pumps 
placed wpon the market than through 
any other cause; for which an inade- 
Quate outfit, not only ia the work of 
apraying «reatly increased, and the 
thine lengthened, but the results are 
very unsatisfactory, so that the owner 
incomes discouraged, and regards the 
work of spraying aa of little benefit. 
While thorough spraying of individual 
orchards shows good resulta, I be- 
lieve We will never succeed in exter- 
minating the codling moth and other 
insect peats, or In permanently erad- 
foatiog fungons diseases, until spray- 
ing becomes universal. And never be- 
fore, I believe, since the codling moth 
first began its ravages, has a titne 
been more propitious for ite utter ex- 
termination than the present. The #e- 
vere late spring frosts of 1895 destroy- 
ed many of the moths, and the total 
failure of fruit left them no breeding 
place; so that In 1806 the Injury caused 
by them waa scarcely noticeable. The 
paat season they did consideravle dam- 
age in the mall amount of fralt grown,

BLACK CANKERWORM. 


The black cankerworm differs from 
the common cankerworm in color and 
in being much amaller. If the worm 
has been in the orchard it will begin 
to appear some time during April. The 
female adult can be trapped by put- 
ting a band of wax, pine tar, prinbers’ 
ink or any sticky substance around the 
trunk of the trees. After the worm 
appears spray ‘with arsenical poison. 
When using London purple, care should 
be taken not to have the mixture too 
Some. as much damage can be done, 

Jeo one-half to three-fourths of a 
pound of London purple to a barrel of 
water. If you do not see the worms, 
look for their weba on the trunks of 
the trees and prepare to destroy them 
hext year.
